Presumably President Truman and 
Secretary Marshall will decide at their 
White House conferences whether the 
United States should attempt, at this late 
date, to save China from Communism. 
Should the affirmative course be chosen 
there necessarily will be a drastic re- 
vision of our present policy. Already in 
Washington and in Nanking there is talk 
that Gen. Douglas MacArthur may be 
sent to help Chiang Kai-shek. 

As unstable and corrupt as is Chiang’s 
regime, Americans must accept the fact 
that he is fighting the Communists and 
the Communists are backed by Soviet 
Russia. We long ago elected to support 
Chiang and already have given him some 
$3,000,000,000 worth of supplies. The 
chief difficulty has been that most of this 
assistance has not found its way to its 
ultimate objective. A great portion of it 
has been grafted away by the Generalis- 
simo’s underlings. 

The fact of the matter is that the war 
in China is in a sense, insofar as world 


opinion is concerned, a contest between 
this country and the Kremlin. The news 
from Paris that the Soviet is favorably 
inclined toward a settlement of the Berlin 
question may mean that Russia sees vic- 
tory in the Far East and wants to divert 
world attention from Communist advances 
there. Many believe Berlin all along has, 
been a diversionary tactic to distract us 
from the China drive. That would be in 
the Russian tradition of using pressure 
at one point as a decoy while the real 
thrust was taking place thousands of 
miles away. 

The acute situation in China and our 
belated realization of the stake involved 
makes it impossibie for us longer to ac- 
cept Sec. Marshall’s dictum of a “plague 
on both your houses.” But we can, and 
must, insist that Chiang use the military 
supplies this country sends to prosecute 
the war instead of allowing them to be- 
come fair targets for graft by some of his 
chief lieutenants. That must be the basis 
of our new policy. 


The Economic Mobilization Short Course 


It is not surprising that a great number 
of the Southeast’s leading industries have 


expressed a desire to send representa-. 


tives to the Economic Mobilization short 
course which the armed forces are spon- 
soring in Atlanta from Dec. 6 to 17. 

Virtually every manufacturer who 
handled war contracts during the recent 
emergency lost time and money because 
of unfamiliarity with the various phases 
of the military program. All of them 
would have profited immeasurably had 
there been even one key man in each or- 
ganization with a grasp of the armed 
forces’ materiel picture. 

It is in order to provide such an in- 
sight—in advance this time—that the De- 


partment of Defense is scheduling brief 
courses such as the one to be held here 
next month. Conducted by members of 
the staff of the Armed Forces Industrial 
College, the program will include forum 
discussions on a wide range of subjects 
to prepare leading industrialists, as well 
as carefully selected reserve officers, for 
their role in a possible national emer- 
gency. 

It will be an interesting as well as 
profitable experience for those invited to 
attend. 

Our only regret is that the public at 
large cannot be given such a knowledge 
and appreciation of our long-range de- 
fense plans. 


The Russians Talk Disarmament 


Andrei Vishinsky is still ranting in the 
United Nations General Assembly over 
what he terms a “mad armament race” 
and accuses the Western powers of plot- 
ting a war against Russia. 

We have said over and over again, but 
it will bear repetition, that totalitarian 
governments usually ascribe to others 
the motives they themselves possess. 


The Soviet proposal to reduce arms by 
one-third, first broached in 1946, is as 
empty and meaningless as a proposal to 
start exploration of the planet Mars next 
week. If the other powers had agreed to 
Vishinsky’s proposal, would the Russians 
allow an international commission to in- 
spect Soviet strength to make sure it com- 
plied? The answer, of course, is no. 


Russia, while talking peace out of one 
side of the mouth for three years, from 
the other side consistently has prevented 
any international control of atomic en- 


ergy by refusing to allow inspection with- 
in her own borders. Control of atomic 
energy is far more necessary to prevent- 
ing war than is control of conventional 
armaments. 

Neither does anybody know how 
much, if any, Russia has disarmed since 
the war. It is most likely that any dis- 
armament in the Soviet itself has been 
offset by rearmament of the satellite gov- 
ernments such as the Communist German 
army recently organized, and the Polish 
army which’‘is being established now 
along familiar Soviet patterns. The United 
States, on the other hand, has reduced its 
armed strength since V-J Day by two- 
thirds. 

The Kremlin appears to hold the idea 
that Americans, and Westerners general- 
ly, are pretty stupid. But, as the UN vote 
against the proposal showed, we are not 
quite stupid enough to be caught in such a 
trap as this.

At the Circus 
I Was Thinking 


Out at Mr. Ringling’s circus the other day I 
found myself watching the children as they 
stood and looked with entranced minds and 

eyes at the Christmas parade. 


And I found myself wondering how many of them (my own 
included) would be fighting in China 18 or so years from now. 


Maybe none, of course. It is one of the maddening tensions of 
the present crisis that out of it could come—as easily as could 
come war—a long period of peace. So we can hope and pray and 
work for it. 


But the situation in China is not happy. With North 
Problem China gone into Communist “ellen a doi of the in- 
dustrial potential of China is gone. For us to send military aid 
on the necessary scale is utterly impossible. Because of the moun- 
tainous terrain the Greek guerrillas have been able to delay defeat 
by Greek armies using modern weapons supplied by the United 
States. The vast distances in China would require an army of 
at least 1,500,000 men and an adequate air force to mount an effec- 
tive campaign. 


Our program in China has been called—and properly so—‘Op- 
eration Rathole.” Yet, caught as we are in the enormous frustra- 
tion of it, we have done all that could have been done short of 
an outright break with Chiang Kai-shek or an abdication by the 


Generalissimb. 
Wasted Much of what we have sent to China has been wasted. 

Chinese divisions have surrendered to the Communist 
armies, taking with them their arms and supplies. Many others 
have been captured because of the admitted lack of co-ordination 
between the generals in the National Army, most of whom have 
been forced to prey on the countryside to live, and some of whom 
have done so deliberately. These have destroyed any loyalty on 
the part of the people. The Communists, who are no more worthy 
patriots, are severely disciplined. They do not bother the peasant 
or the small citizen. They make great public ceremonies of loot- 
ing the wealthy and the money-lenders, who are the traditional 
blood-suckers of China. 


In addition to all this, some of our food and goods have found 
their way into Communist hands through the manipulations of the 
corruptionists in the Chiang Kai-shek government. 

In a sense what we have done has been witless and 


And Yet immoral. Yet—until we come to the point where we 
are willing to break with Chiang Kai-shek or to insist on his turn- 
ing over the armies to some other authority—there is no other 
course for us.

@n a baby’s cheek. In Peru, a 6x7-foot rug of 
white llama skin costs about the same. 


These rugs, or whatever you want to call 
them, are made of the “patas,” or leg fur, 
ef the vacuna and the Ilama (the vacuna 
is a small beast—wild, not domesticated 
like the Hama—which has grown so rare 
that Peru will allow no more to be export- 
ed, and Bolivia will sell only one to a cus- 
tomer and you have to get all sorts of gov- 
ernment stamps). The throat fur is a 
finer fur, but the skin itself is less durable 
and these robes cannot be used for rugs. 
You just have to throw them over a couch 
er hang them on the wall, where they 
collect dust and probably fleas. 


Venezuela—to get back to the origina] theme 
ef the high cost of living—is much further ad- 
vanced than Bolivia or Peru. The big oil com- 
panies of the world have been pouring millions 
into Venezuela for years and as a result the 
Venezuelan bolivar is one of the world’s sound- 
est currencies. The official exchange is 3.35

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bolivars for a dollar, and there is no free, gray 
or black market where you can sell your dollar 
for more. 

Prices are higher than a cat’s back. Cab fare 
from the airport to town—a short run—is 10 
Bs, or about $3. A meal—and not a very good 
one, at that—will cost you at least $3. A hotel 
room will run from $5 up. 

Venezuelan labor laws are so strict, and their 
protections for the working man are so detailed, 
that an ordinary laborer, who gets about $4.20 
a day U. S. for eight hours of work, if he sticks 
to his job makes about $15 when you count in 
all the extras, such as severance pay, insurance, 
hospitalization, medical care, and so on, that are 
due him when he quits. John L. Lewis’ miners 
could learn a few tricks from the Venezuelan 
labor syndicates. Oil companies wishing to pouse 
their American employees near the refineries 
naturally want to build homes for them. A de- 
cent house costs about $40;000 U. S., which is 
a lot of money anywhere in the world. 

In addition to the heavy costs of getting set 
up down here, the Venezuelan government, by 
the time it gets through taxing, gets back about 
half the value of the oil taken out. 

So weep no more, in case you have shed any 
tears, for our little brothers of this South Amer- 
ican republic. We may be draining away their 
natural wealth, but we are paying through the 
nose for it. Maybe that’s the reason the oil 
companies seem to have no fear of expropriation. 
They figure the Venezuelans are too smart to 
assume all the expense and grief of exploration 
and development when they can let us do it all 
and then take for themselves half the value of 
the oil produced. 


Was This Marshal Montgomery's Work? 


NEW YORK—If Field Marshal Sir Bérnard Law Montgomery did not create that review of Gen. 
Eisenhower's book, which appeared in the London Sunday Times, his literary midwife must have 
attended at its birth. The unsigned article, in questionable taste at a time when the solidarity of 
the West seems imperative, blamed Eisenhower for 70,000 needless U. S. casualties during the Battle 
of the Bulge and said of the book that it gives an “utterly untrue and false picture” of World War 


II in respect to Anglo-American relations. 


The author blames Eisenhower also for insisting on an 


invasion plan which overlooked postwar political and territorial grabs by Russia. 


Just a moment, boys, let’s get this straight: 

Eisenhower's decisions at the time of the 
Bulge, including his taking a chance on Mont- 
gomery—who had bogged down previously at 
Caen—saved lives. Gen. Patton begged him to 
let Yon Rundstedt plunge through our lines as 
far as Paris, so that our forces could eventually 
(after taking more of a beating than they did) 
eut off a huge German spearhead. 

As for U. S.-British relations, the General's 
book. “Crusade in Europe’—a superb work 
which will become the required history of that 
war—is crowded constantly with the sincerest 
tributes to British members of his staff. 

Operation Overlord, the invasion of France 
in 1944, was decided at Teheran and earlier. 
Winston Churchill had been overruled not by 
Eisenhower but by Roosevelt and Stalin, in his 
attempt to have the invasion come up through 
the Middle East. 

It was Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin—not 
Eisenhower—who agreed that the Western ,Al- 
lies would stop 200 miles short of such objec- 
tives as Berlin. Churchill, at the end, gave up 
his cries for an attack against the “soft under- 
belly,” then changed his mind, changed it again. 
Churchill read proof on Ike’s book months ago 
and thoroughly approved. 

With victory, Eisenhower said: 


“Let us have no part of the profitless 
quarrels in which other men will inevitably 
engage as to what country, what service, 
won the European war. Fvery man, every 
woman, of every nation here — has

We wonder if such blasts as the British re- 
view of the book serve the cause of reverence 
or send comfort. 

One might gain the impression 
British review that Eisenhower has written a 
vain book. The truth of the matter is that there 
is less of Eisenhower in the book than of almost 
any other historic figure in the index. He went 
so far out of his way to keep his own part 
played down (though any fair-minded person 
must acknowledge that he was the one man 
whos held the whole victorious machine together) 
that he refused to have his picture used in the 
book. If there was blame to take, he took it, 
whether that blame could be laid at his door or 
not. 

The British reviewer seemed especially in- 
dignant that Eisenhower did not take into con- 
sideration the fact that England underwent two 
years of the war while the U. S. “sat by.” The 
reviewer neglected the rather obvious fact that 
without the U. S. manpower and production 
genius which Eisenhower represented, the re- 
viewer might now be speakihg with a slight 
German accent ... though Eisenhower himself 
would be the last man in the world to write 
such a thing.

Tech Management Club on “Man- 
agement Problems.” 

In reference to the price situa- 
tion in cotton textiles, Comer said: 

“The unsettling influence at, 
present is the fact that October 
‘futures are selling for $3 per bale 
below the present spot price. This 
is due to uncertainty as to the 
Government support price. How- 
ever, that situation will become 
stabilized when the Government 
fixes the new support price. 

“On other fronts. supply and de- 
mand are tending to readjust the 
price situation. Thus, shirtings are 
tending downward, but ‘denims, 
‘for instance, are holding steady.” 

Despite the readjustments in 
progress, Comer predicted good 
business for the cotton textile in- 
dustry during 1949. 

“The volume of goods shipped 
abroad to help the European Re 
covery Program will play an im- 
portant part in this situation, ” he 
said. 

Speaking of current production, 
Comer said each mill had its own 
problem of readjustment to exist- 
ing conditions. 

“The Avondale Mills, which long 
operated on three shifts a day,” 
he explained, “are now running at 
from two to two and one-half 
shifts.” 

In his talk to the Tech Manage- 
ment Club at the Tech YMCA, 
Comer praised the movement for 
a diversified agriculture in the 
South. 

“That is one way to insure in

Turkeys for the Thanksgiving 
season are in plentiful supply on
